34 Atid he healed many that 
were sick of divers diseases, 
and cast out many devils ; and

35 And in the morning, ris- 
ing up a great while before 
day, he went out, and depart- 
ed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed. 
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36 And Simon and they that 
were with him f alia wod after 
him. 
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37 And when they had found 
him, they Baid UDto him, AH 
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niCTi seek for thee. 
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38 And he >sid onto them, 
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Let us go into the next toHns, 
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that 1 may pieitch there also : 
/or therefore came 1 forth. 
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39 And he preached in their 
Bvnagoguea througlioat all 
GalilecfaudcstoBtdeTib. 
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40 And there came a leper 
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kneeling down to him, and 
saying unto him. If thou wilt, 
thoD const make me cleao. 
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41 And JeBn», moved with 
compassion, put forth kU hand, 
and touched hjm, and a-ith 
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nnto him, I wilt ; be thou 
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42 And a^ soon as be had 
spoken, immediately the lep- 
rosy departed from biiu, and 
he was cleansed. 
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43 And he atraitly charged 
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him, and forthwith sect him 
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44 And saith unto him, See 
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thou say nothing to any man : 
but go tliy way, shew thyself 
to the priest, and offer for thy 
cleansing those things which 
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Moaes commanded, fora teati- 
uiouy unto them 
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45 But he went out, and 
began to publish it much, and 
to blaze abroad the matter, 
iusoniuuh that Jesus could no 
more openly enter into the 
city, but was without in -desert 
places : and they came to him 
from every quarter. 



CHAPTER 2.

9 Whether is it easier to say 
to the sick of the palsy, Thf/ 
sins be forgiven thee ; or to 
say, Arise, and take up thy 
bed, and walk ? 

10 But that ye may know 
that the Son of man hath power 
on earth to forgive sins, (he 
saith to the sick of the palsy,) 

11 I say unto thee, Arise, 
and take up thy bed, and go 
thy way into thine house, 

12 And immediately he arose, 
took up the bed, and went 
forth before them all ; inso- 
much that they were all 
amazed, and glorified God, 
saying. We never saw it on 
this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again 
by the sea side ; and all the 
multitude resorted unto him, 
and he taught themt 

14 And as he passed by, he 
saw Levi the son of Alpheus 
sitting at the receipt of cus- 
tom, and said unto him, Follow 
me. And he arose and followed 
him.
